| HERE As ſeveral laws have been heretofore made for 

\ \ preventing frauds in his Majeſty's revenue, which have 
from time to time been continued and amended, and which by an 
act made the laſt ſeſſion of parliament, entitled, An af for conti- 
nuing and amending ſeveral laws relating to his Majeſty's reve- 
nue, and for the more effeftually preventing the frauds therein, 
and the ſeveral acts and ſtatutes which are mentioned to be 
continued by the ſaid at, were further continued until the 
twenty-fourth day of June, one thouſand eight hundred, 
and from thence to the end of the then next ſeſſion of par- 


tiament, and no longer. And whereas to avoid the difficulty 


and confuſion which may ariſe from the multiplicity of the
